order of the War Department. 
The official report said that the 
work of the Y\ M. C. A., was 
tied on in an efficient and satis­ 
factory m anner’’ and that the orga­ 
nization performed a valuable ser­ 
vice to the division. 
The figures given in the official 
report showed that the Y. M. C. A. 
completely 
supplied 
thirty-three 
stations while eighteen others were I house 
tended by traveling secretaries leav- j where 
ing only five stations in the dirts* 
J ion without Y co operation. There 
j were titty-six "Y ’’ canteens in op­ 
era t ion. 
Bending M atter Furnished. 
From these *‘Y” . centers, accord­ 
ing to the report, were conducted 
all entertainm ent and welfare ac­ 
tu it us.
